MANIBA, March 15, 8 p.m.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] American forces are 
now in possession of the town of 
Pasig, one of the objectives of their 
forward movement from San Pedro 
Macati, but the place was not cap- 
tured until after seven hours’ des- 
perate fighting, in which the rebels 
lost. heavily in killed, wounded and 
prisoners, 

During the past few

“No more painful case can come be- 
fore a Governor than an appeal to ar- 
rest the course of justice in order to 
save a woman from capital punish- 
ment, when that woman's guilt has 
been clearly defined, and there are 
no circumstances whatever to mitigate 
the crime. If there were any reason- 
able doubt of the guilt; if there were 
any basis whatever for interference 
with the course of justice in this case 
I should so interfere, but there is no 
ground for interference. 

“There is no question of the wom- 
an’s guilt, and no question of her 
sanity. All that remains is the question 
as to whether I should be justified in 
interfering to save a murderess on the 
ground of her sex, when no justifica- 
tion would exist to interfere on behalf 
of a murderer. 

“This murder was one of peculiar 
deliberation and atrocity. ‘To interfere 
with the course of the law in this 
case could be justified only on the 
ground that never hereafter. under 
any circumstances, should capital pun- 
ishment be inflicted upon any murder- 
ess, even though the victim was her- 
self a woman, and even though that 
Victim’s torture preceded her death. 

“There is but one course open to me, 
I decline to interfere with the course 
of the law.”

MANY ARMED REBELS GATHER. 


PROCLAMATIONS ISSUED AND AN 
ULTIMATUM EXPECTED. 
Villages of Mataafa’s Followers 


Threatened With Shelling if 
Peace Was. Disturbed—Sit- 
untion Critical. 


, [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

APIA, (Samoa,) March 10, via Auck- 
Jand, (N. Z.,) March 16.—Owing to 
threats by the Mataafa people to burn 
' the Malietoa villages in the Island of 
Savii unless they sent taxes levied 
upon them, and a number of soldiers 
to suport Mataafa the British Consul 
visited Savii on the British cruiser Por- 
poise and the commander of that ves- 
sel threatened to shell the villages of 
Mataafa’s followers if peace was dis- 
turbed. ; 

The British and American consuls 
have issued proclamations denying the 
-rumors in circulation to the effect that 
Mataafa had been recognized, and 
threatening strong action ‘if the pro- 
visional government interfered with 
the loyalists. 

The German Consul refused to join 
with the British and American rep- 
resentatives, and issued a proclamation 
upholding the provisional government, 
and denying that there had been any 
interference by the Malietoa party. He 
added to this document an extraordi- 
nary paragraph expressing the hope 
that the provisional government 
“would be able to encounter the dan- 
ger caused anew to the peace of the 
inhabitants by the English and Ametri- 
can proclamation.” 

This has put more heart into the 
rebels and thereforé numbers of armed 
warriors have gathered. 

The United States cruiser Philadel- 
phia, Admiral Kautz commanding, has 
arrived here and the admiral has _ held 
extended consultations with the vari- 
ous consuls, Chief Jus:ice Chambers 
and Capt. Sturdee of the Parpoise. 

The provisional government has re- 
moved the Malietoa prisoners to a 
stronghold on the mainland, firing vol- 
leys over their heads Auring the trans- 
fer in order to intimidate them. 

A friendly feeling is shown by the of- 
ficers and men of the American and 
British navies here. The American ad- 
miral convened a meeting of the con- 
suls, the Chief Justice and the captains 
of the various warships, including the 
German, on board the flazship. and it 
is probable that the result will be the 
presentation of an ultimatum. It is 


fenerally thought that fighting is likely 
to occur.

TURNED THE STOMACHS OF 
THE SOLDIERS. 


Lieut. Davis Testifies That. Dend 

 Wigglers Were Canned 
With the Staff Called Roast Beef. 
CourtCof Inquiry Goes to Omaha 
and Kansas City.

CHICAGO, March 15.--The last wit- 
ness Called before the army beef court 
of inquiry today proved to be sensa- 
tional.

An Old Packer Says Canned Roast 
Beef is a Misnuomer. 
{A. EARLY MORNING REVPORT,] 


CHICAGO, March 15.—William J. 
Wilson. former West Park commis- 
sioner and founder of the Wilson Pack- 
ing Compariy, which ~ supplied ---the 
British army with canned beef during 
the first Zulu war, where the tempera- 
ture was hotter than it is in Cuba, or 
Porto Rico, may go before the war in- 
quiry board before it leaves Chicago. 

The Wilson company went out of 
existence in 1885, and it had no succes- 
sor, according to its founder. It is said 
the firm was the first of the Chicago 
packing companies to go into the busi- 
ness of canning compressed beef. — 

“There never was such an article as 
canned roast beef for commercial pur- 
poses,” said Mr. Wilson today. “It is 
possible to can it, but too expensive to 
make it practicable. Every bit’of beef 
that is sold under the label of canrred 
roast beef is nothing but boiled meat.

“I do not hesitate to speak plainly 
‘about it. forthe reason that I think it 
will do the packing trade good to have 
this matter stirred up. : 

“T have some eanned beef and tongue 
at my house which my company put up 
eighteen years ago, and it is as good 
and sweet as on the day that it was 
canned.” 

Continuing, Mr. Wilson said: 

“Tl will not say whether the beef that. 
is being put up now will Keep as long 
as that. It does not look, from the tes- 
timony before the war inquiry board as 
though it would. Competition has 
driven the big packing houses to can 
their beef in a different way from 
what it Was canned ten years ago. To 
save money and time. they have to use 
less effective processes. 

“When the first Zulu war broke out, I 
was supplying the English government 


With canned compressed beef—not 
corned beef, but beef in square cans. 
that had been packed by vacuum 


presses. When the English troops were 
defeated the savages captured over 
$100,000 worth of this canned beef and 
ate it. I never heard of their being 
made sick by it, either. 

“Seriously, though, during the whole 
of the Zulu war the Wilson Packing 
Company shipped thousands of dollars’ 
worth of canned beef to the English 


army, in the hottest country in the 
world. Out_of all that quantity we

The eagerly-anticipated China 
blue book has been issued, but all the 
main points in. dispatches, filling 360 
pages, covering the period from Feb- 
ruary, 1898, to 1899, were already known 
to the public. The blue book deals 
at length with all the territorial rail- 
way and mining concessions to all 
cauntries, commencing. with the ces- 
sion of Port Arthur and closing with 
the openig of Nanking as a treaty port. 
Much space is devoted to the question 
of the foreign concessions at Shanghai, 
the exhibits, including the protests of 
American © Ministers and Consuls 
against the placing of American prop- 
erty under the jurisdiction of France 
or any other single power. The readt- 
ness of British warships to support the 
Viceroy in resisting the French de- 
mands is also displayed, and the blue 
book gives the American-China Devel- 
opment Company’s contract for the 
Han-Kow Canton Railway, signed in 
Washington, April 14, 1898. 

The whole tenor of the British dis- 
patches show a desire to meet the 
views of Germany and the United 
States in all matters in which they 
were concerned.

FROM ANOTHER AGE. 


ANCIENT MAMMOTH FOUND IN 
KLONDIKE. 


Enormous Animal Believed to Have 
Been Killed by a Glacier in 
the Dead Past, 


FLESH STILL TASTED SWEET. 


WELL PRESERVED AFTER MANY 
THOUSAND YEARS. 


Lively Times Looked for Upon the 
Yakon During Coming Sammer. 
Investigating the Banks. 

Net Tightening. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

VANCOUVER, (B. C.,) March 15.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] According to 
the. latest mail advices from Dawson, 
a marvelous discovery has been made 
on Dominion Creek, Kiondike—a pre- 
historic mammoth, weighing thirty 
tons, with flesh still sweet enough to 
éat. On February 8 August Truison, 


_-@ Swede, and his partner, while work- 


ing their claims on Dominion Creek, 


~~ came across the mummy remains, forty 
feet from the surface. 


The huge ancient animal was 
knocked over by the glacier slide and 
carried to a living tomb perhaps 25,000 
years ago. It was on view for several 
days, and hundreds of Klondikers 
stared wonderingly, with bated breath 
at this strange revelation from another 
age, in this old world’s existence. 

The mammoth is similar to those 
found in Russia, but perhaps is the 
only one ever found in a perfect state 
of -preservation. The huge monster 
could not be lifted from its ancient 
grave, for it weighed ‘twenty-five to 
thirty tons. Its flesh was cut and 
tasted sweet. 
measured forty-four feet six 
Its right tusk was broken, but 
the left one was perfect. . The right 
must have snapped off in the. fall 
which caused its death. The remain- 
ing tusk measured fourteen feet three 
inches in Jength and thirty inches in 
circumference. 

The flesh was covered with wooly 
hair about fifteen inches long, of a 
greyish black color. ‘The hind quar- 
ters of the mammoth were weighed in 
a fashion, the improvised scales show- 
ing 8640 pounds. The neck is short, 
the limbs long and'stout, and the feer 
short and broad with five toes.

The Bankers’ Committee, 
through Secretary Root, reported that 
negotiations with the packers had been 
entirely successful, and all objections 
to the formation of the Raisin.Growers’ 
Association swept away. 

President Kearny, in reply to ques- 
tions, stated that as a result of the 
lowering of the water in the sub- 
irrigated section, owing .to the drought, 
the yield of raisins this season would 
not exceed 3000 cars. He also stated 
‘that the cbéperative packers would 
have an eqtial show with the packers’ 


combine if they entered into the com- 
bine, now planned. Payments 
would be ma practically as fast as 


raisins were delivered by the growers. 
The raisin association could not lend 
money to growers, for it had none to 
loan, but the money could be obtained 
from packers and bankers. 

The question of reorganization was 
discussed at length in the afternoon 
meeting, and referred to a committee. 
Only 54 per cent. of the raisin crop has 
yet been signed for, but it is regarded 
as certain that now that the packers 
have come in, the remaining 25 per 
cent. necessary to control the market 
will be obtained.

Minnie Adams, accused of murdering 
her little son by the administration of 
carbolic acid. Today Police Officer 
John Herlihy positively identified Mrs. 
Adams as the woman who bought a 
bottle of carbolic acid at a Western 
Addition drug store last Sunday even- 
ing. The officer says that he observed 
the woman carefully, being attracted 
by her excited conditton. He saw her 
go into the drug store and saw her tear 
a label from a bottle as she left. She 
tore the label in two, arfd threw the 
pieces into the 

Officer Herlihy picked up the pieces 
and went into the drug store and talked 
with Clerk Puelenky about the case. 
The drug .clerk was suspicious of the 
woman, and took the pieces of the label 
for safekeeping, but they were swept 
away by the janitor, as they cannot be 
found. The drug clerk, while saying 
that Mrs. Adams “fooks like the wo- 
man,” cannot positively identify her 
as the purchaser of-the carbolic acid. 

Drug Clerk Puelenky took the usual 
precaution of recording the purchaser's 
name and address, but it develops that 
both the name and address given by 
the woman are fictitious. 

The bottle sold the woman, who gave 
the name of Mrs. Creighton, was an 
ordinary three-ounce affair, but the 
bottle from which the little child drank 
the acid was one which :was found a 
few days. previously by a playmate of 
the dead boy. The police argue that 
Mrs. Adams grasped at the finding of 
the bottle as a means of getting rid of 
her child, and that she purchased a 
three-ounce bottle of carbolic acid and 
then poured the contents into the larger 
bottle. 

Mrs. Adams admits freely that she 


burned some of. her child’s clothing, 


but says she did so at the suggestion 
of a physician who attended the little 
one during his last illness. The inquest 
will be held tomorrow, and important 
developments are expected.

NEW YORK, March 15.—The Times 
says Kuhn, Loeb & Co., admit that a 
syndicate of which this banking firm 
Will be the head, is forming to under- 
write a plan by which the Texas and 
Pacific, and St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
and Southern railways will have their 
interests more closely united, while a 
complete merger will not be effected. 
Under the plan the Texas and Pacific 
income bonds will be converted on a 
basis which will bring the valuation to 
the present market price, 53%. The 
stock of this road is about 24%. Its 
disposition has not been arranged, but 
it is. asserted that there is a plan 
of exchahge at two to one for Missouri 
Pacific, which is about 464%. Ther@ is 
$38,710,900 of Texas and Pacific stock 
and $24,935,987 of its 1588 issues of sec- 
ond-mortgage income gold 5-per-cent. 
bonds maturing in 2000. 

It is said that a plan for closer 
relations between Iron Mountain and. 
Texas and Pacific which provided for 
the exchange of 62% per cent. of the 
holdings of Texas and Pacific seconds 
in 4-per-cent.

Hurt gained entree to the 
leading clubs of the Guatemalan capi- 
tal, and succeeded in skinning some of 
the foremost men of the Central Amer- 
ican republic out of large sums of 
money, a la Poker Davis, before they 
discovered that they were up against a 
sure-thing gambler. This raised a big 
scandal, with which Weaver's Name 
was connected, but apparently for no 
reason, except that. Hurt went to 
Guatemala with him, and left, with 
his ill-gotten gains, in Weaver's com- 
pany. It was never proved, however, 
that Weaver was a party to the swin- 
dle or shared in the profits. He left 
Los Angeles. with a good name, and the 
last heard of him prior to the gailing 
of the Norma was in connection with 
some deal with the New York World. 
When the Norma started on her crulse 
The Times was favored with several 
interesting letters, describing the ini- 
tial stages of the voyage. These were 
published, then came a breakdown, and 
a long hiatus between letters, and 
then. they, ceased coming altogether. 
For some months past the movements

PETROLEUM BILL REJECTED. 


British House of Commons Did not 
Injure American Trade. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
LONDON, March 15.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] In the House of Commons to- 
day Harold James Reckett, Liberal 
member for the Brigg Division of Lin- 


reolnshire, moved the second reading of 
ithe bill raising the flash point of pe- 


troleum from 73 to 100. In so doing 
he said that it would not add appre- 
ciably to the cost, as any firm had 
offered io supply oil at 109 flash point at 
only 14 a cent per gallon dearer than 
the present price. 

The bill was rejected by a vote of 
244 to 159. Henry Kimber moved the 
rejection on the ground that it was 
veiled protection at the expense of. 
American oils. Robert Grant Webster, 
Conservative member, asked how the 
bill would be considered in, the United 
States, adding: 

“We ought not to injure a nation 
which is at present becoming more and 
more friendly toward us.”

Impartial 
people who know Cuban women of 
the better class will gladly testify that 
they are among the most true-hearted, 
simple and domesic creatures in the 
world, devoted to their homes and 
their religion, and adoring their hus- 
bands and children; withal strong in 
adversity and often enduring martyr- 
dom with more fortitude than sterner 
sex. Thousands have lost everything 
they possessed in the long struggle for 
Cuba libre—husbands, sons and daugh- 
ters, parents, brother, friends and for- 
tune, all swept away.

Though so fearless in the face of 
danger, belligerence is farthest from 
the natural bent of the Cuban woman. 
Most of them find their hearts’ content 
in the quiet of the home circle, with 
no ambition to shine in public favor. 
Now and then, however, a genius. ap- 
pears, whose light cannot be hid. Such 
was the poetess, Gertrudes Gomez de 
Avellaneda, who has been called the 
Elizabeth Browning of Cuba. She was 
born in’ Puerte Principe, in 1814. At the 
age of 20 she went to Spain, and soon 
became Known in Seville, Cadiz and 
Madrid through her lyrics, dramas and 
novels. As ‘prolific a writer as our 
Mrs. Burnett, she has published a 
dozen novels, several books of poems, 
biographies and essays, and no less 
than nine successful dramas. Among 
the latter, her “Saul,” ‘‘Baltasar’’ and 
“Catilina’”’ have been translated into 
several languages, and long held the 
boards in France and Spain. She died 
in Madrid in ’73. 

Another authoress of high merit is 
Luisa Perez, born in Santiago de Cuba, 
in 1837. Her father being a poor miner 
in the “obre Mountains, she educated 
herself with the-aid of a\ few books. 
While still young, she was celebrated 
as the “Island poetess,’ second only to 
Avellaneda. In later life she trans- 
lated a number of works, wrote a vo- 
luminous treaty on “Educacion y Ur- 
banidad,”’ and published several es- 
says.

ONGRESS has vetoed the prop- 
osition to cut down the course 
at the Naval Academy from six 
_to four years, and, until the matter 
be again agitated by some board of visi- 
tors. the old routine will prevail. As 
every one Knows, even with the pres- 
ent course, the cadets have really only 
four years of academic work, the two 
years following their graduation be- 
ing spent at sea in work, which, while 
of a practical nature, is necessarily re- 
stricted because of the somewhat un- 
settled standing of these ensigns in 
embryo. At the end of this two years 
of sea service and interrupted study— 
for it is no easy matter to maintain 
the mental discipline set at the Alma 
Mater—these young men return to the 
academy, where, after a short period 
of hasty cramming, they are subjected 
to final examination, which, in con- 
nection with the report. of fitness from 
their recent commanding officers, is to 
determine their,admission to the serv- 
ice This six-year course at once re- 
calls to mind the method of instruction 
pursued in Sweden at the naval college 
at Skeppsholmen, and a comparison 
can easily be drawn without further 
details of the course we follow ‘at 
Annapolis. At Skeppsholmen, the six 
years of academic work are so inter- 
mingled with the fi 
cruising that there’is no chance for a

With a population of less than § six 
million people, she not only possesses 
a mercantile navy considerably supe- 
rior to that of the majority of larger 
nations, but she has a navy, though 
numerically small, in points of quality 
and efficiency among the foremost, 
and one. that would surely render a 
very exacting account in the presence 
of an enemy of even greater force. 
The officers of the Swedish navy are 
a fine, manly body of men, and physi- 
cally and socially are surpassed by 
none. The amiable Scandinavian takes 
to the sea and his profession with an 
earnestness inborn, and with a patriotic 
purpose vigorously seconded by their 
own noble women. From such stock 
their naval cadets come with a unity 
of fiber that readily lends itse]f to the 
best ends of their system of naval edu- 
cation. 

The naval college is situated upon 
the island of Skeppsholmen, and 
within touch of the naval dockyards 
close by—a very admirable adjunct to 
the means of instruction. The college 
itself is a very handsome  three- 
storied structure of fine architectural 
finish and surmounted by a well-pro- 
portioned dome that adds the finishing 
touch to a dignified pile. The college 
building contains, besides the usual 
offices and small rooms common to 
such structures. six large class rooms, 
one for each of the six classes com- 
posing the corps of cadets, and a large 
assembly hall. wherein the cadets are 
mustered daily, and on ceremonia! oc- 
casions. Adjoining the college building 
is a very interesting museum . of 
things nautical, a finely-appointed lah- 
oratory. and an excellent observatory: 
Near by. too, there is a thoroughly 
appointed gymnasium, in which — the 
cadets are exercised for an hour each 
day. and in which, also, they are in- 
structed in fencing and the use of 
other side arms.

LIGHT ON JUPITER. 


PROF. HOUGH’S DISCOVERIES CON- 
CERNING THAT PLANET.

Extended Observations Convince 
Hiim That it is Surrounded by 
Distinct Strata Which Move Sep- 


arately—Spois Shift 


tude. 
[Chicago Times-Herald:] Prof. Geo. 
W. Hough, the astronomer at the 


Dearborn Observatory in Evanston, 
has just made public a new discovery 
in regard to the surface rotations of 
the planet Jupiter, whichis completely 
at variance with the existing belief. It 


is, the general tenet of astronomers, |~ 
and the statements are embodied in 


the mosi recent text-books on the sci- 
ence, that the’ surface rotation of the 
planet Jupiter is similar to that of the 
sun, being quickest near the equator 
and slowest in the higher latitudes 
near the poles. 

Basing his conclusions upon a long 
record of observations extending over 
twenty years and which he has just 
completed, Prof. Hough announces 
his belief that the surface of the planet 
Jupiter rotates upon its axis in sep- 
arate envelopes or strata, the more 
elevated zones rotating faster than the 
depressed bands. 

Prof. Hough believed, tozxether 
with other astronomers, when he began 
his observations early in the year 1880, 
that Jupiter revolved upon its axis 
similar to the sun. But each year 
has brought a _ gradual change of 
faith, until now, with the long record 
of accurate observations tabulated, he 
is positive that he has discovered an 


unknown fact in regard to the sur- 


face rotation of the planet and has 
collected his conclusions in pamphlet 
form and has prepared an article set- 
ting forth his observations for the as- 
tronomical magazines. 
The planet Jupiter has been Prof. 
Hotigh's special field of observation 
since he took charge of the Dearborn 
Observatory, and he is looked upon as 
an authority in regard to this sphere 
by the astronomers of the world. .Prof. 
Hough bases his discovery upon accur- 
ate observations of over forty-seven 
different spots in different latitudes on 
the planet, and these observations are 
exhibited ‘by the astronomer in cold 
figures, and according to Prof. Hough 
whatever theories are concomitants of 
the result, the figures themselves can- 
not lie. He found after an incredible 
number of observations that a de- 
pression in the equatorial belt of the 
planet, a spur on the edge of the belt, 
and certain spots of observaion re- 
moved only a short distance toward 
the poles and designated as the great 
white, green and red spots, have dif- 
ferent rotation periods. He has found 
two spots rotating over a given arc in 


different periods of time in the same. 


latitude, and also that the shortest 
period of rotation is not confined: to 
the high latitudes near the poles nor 
the longest periods of rotation to the 
equator, and it is these facts that 
overturn the astronomical tenets of 
years and give to the science an en- 
tirelv new creed in reference to the in- 
teresting orb called Jupiter. Accord- 
ing to Prof. Hough, the only way that 
this display can be explained is by 
the introduction of the different zonés 
of rotation, as wheels placed side by 
side or the segiments of.-a sphere cut 
through with a knife. Some of these 
must be gaseous, while liquid or a 
plastic composition forms the parts of 
others. 

Prof. Hough further discovered in 
the long series of observations that the 
spots shift in longitude, as well as 
having a rotary movement, and this 


that-wears_ nota single star;.and may also supports the ring or strata theory, 


evidencing the great stability of the 
surface and ‘strengthening Prof. 
Hough’s belief of many years that 
Jupiter is in a gaseous or plastic 
state. 

While claiming that his discovery 
completely upsets the existing beliefs 
of astronomers, Prof. Hough does not 
attempt to carry his theory farther 
than the observations in regard to the 
fixed spots lead him mathematically. 
Although his observations of twenty 
years have established much, yet a 
great deal remains to be investigated 
in regard to the interesting changes 
taking place on the surface of the 
planet. He refuses to draw general 
conclusions in regard to the laws of 
motions of the various rings or por- 
tions of disks of which the planet is 
constituted, but presents his figures to 
the consideration of the astronomical 
world, from which scientists may draw 
their own conclusions. 

Prof. Hcagh is 63 years old, but de- 
spite his advanced age, is tireless in 
research. In the year 1897 he made 168 
observations of the planet Jupiter, and 
last year the records Show 191 success- 
ful observations of «he planets. Be- 
sides his work With the powerful tele- 
scope at the university, Prof. Hough 
has given to the science of astronomy 
many valuable inventions. 

He is the inventor of the automatic 
printing chronograph, which has been 
considered the most useful astronomi- 
cal invention next to the _ telescope. 
Among his other inventions are the 
following: A cataloguing and charting 
machine for making maps of stars au- 
tomatically, an automatic registering 
and printing barometer, an automatic 
registering and printing anemometer, 
a registeving chronograph, an observing 
chair, which on account of its cheap- 
ness and simplicity has been introduced 
into all of the observatories. of the 
country, and an absolute sensitometer. 

For several years previous to the 
completion of his observations, Prof. 
Hough has been recognized as an emi- 
nent authority concerning Jupiter. He 
has made that planet a special study 
for the purpose of ascertaining the 
physical constitution of its surface, 

and his observations are held by as- 
tronomers to be the most complete of 
any that have hitherto been made and 
as most important contributions to the 
devartment of astronomy. 

Prof. Hough was elected director of 
the Dearborn Observatory in the year 
1879. coming from the Dudley Observ- 
atorv at Cincinnati. While at the 
Dearborn Observatory he has also 
made a study of double stars and has 
‘discovered nearly 200. He holds the 
chair of astronomy in the Northwestern 
University at Evanston, and finds time 
for heavy classroom work. in eddition 
to his astronomical observations at 
the observatory.

If Southern California is not well 
treated hy the gtorm which has been 
steadily moving in this direction for the 
past two davs, it will be a case Where 
all signs fail. for barometer, wind, and 
all other evidences are such ats to lead 
to an expectation of rain which may 
ist anyWhere,from one day upward. 
The Weather Bureau some time ago 
eompiled -a chart showing the usual 
paths of storms which enter the coun- 
try from the northwest... This chart is 
based on the recerd of twenty-eight 
siorms, and shows that those which 
enter the country at the most northerly 
pont pass to the. eastward, followit ig 
the line which separates this country 
from Canada, while those which are 
central at the Columbia River. eurve 
to the southeast, though their sphere 
of influence might or-might not extend 
to this section. The third class of 
storms enter the country’ below — the 
Calumbia River, and curve consider- 
ably further to the south, bringing this 
country fully within their influence. 
The storm which has been in sight for 


the mast two days is 
fact that it is very 
centering about the southern boundary 
of Oregon, until last evening, when it 
was centered off the coast of California. 
So far as the records were established 
last evening, it had followed — the path 
outlined on the government rhart for 
storms entering at that ‘point, being 
fullv as far south as: could be 
pected. and has steadily extended its 
scape over the coast, indicating that it 
is @ storm of great volume. Under the 
circumstances, should the storm move 
hereafter: in the line outlined by the 
chart. there would be good reason.to 
expect two or three days of rain at 
least, as the storm center approached 
this section, 

The_elouds were very slow in form- 
ing vesterday, but a considerable mass 
of them overhung the city throughout 
the day. and the report was received 
that it was raining at Santa Barbara 
and Ventura, which contributed to the 
goed feeling here. The barometer 
continued to fall steadily all day ves- 
terday, and the wind was from the 
south, 

The Weather Bureau report from 
San Franctsco, published in another 
place. has in it every encouragement. 
When it was issued, at 5 p.m.,. the 
rain had reached as far south as Santa 
Barbara, on the coast, and Tehachepi 
While the fact that the 
storm was still off the coast left little 
cause for fear that it would escape to 
the east north of this section. In 
Northern California the precipitation 
had, in places, run as high as_ 2.20 
inches for the storm. 

Whatever may be in store for South- 
ern California, it is satisfactory to 
know that at least a very large part of 
the State has secured enough moisture 
to Suave a large part of the erops, and 
this benefit will be felt in this city. 

The clouds which hung over the city 
most of vesterday had disappeared in 
the evening, and for some,time the 
About _11 o’clock 
last night. however, the sky “vas cerh- 
pletely overcast, and there was every 
indication that the storm was about 
at hand. The wind at that time was 
from the east. 


PIRU CITY . RANCH. 


George Cook w in Do Hydraulic 
Mining and Raise Fruit. 

Creorge Cook, who is-at the Broad- 

way from the David C. Cook ranch at 


notable for the 
far to the south, 


’ Piru, has purchased a gasoline engine 


and centrifugal pump which is to do 
hydraulic work at the gold mines 
which are being opened up on the 
north end of the ranch. 

“IT came out here from Chicago for 
my health,” says Mr. Cook, while 
on the ranch I conceived the notion 
that I might make a stake by working 
these mines, where I am told the first 
cold of California was taken out by 
the mission padres before Sutter ever 
found gold in his creek. 1 have had 
five or six men at work and we have 
iunneled all through the gravel until 
we have coneluded that to tunnel any 
more would be dangerous. So we will 
spend about $3000 in building hydraulic 
works, the water for which comes from 
mountain artesian wells in abundance. 


We are now drilling,these wells just 
above us. T have nevér heard of ar- 
tesian wells in the mountains, but 
we find water there. Our gold fields 
are bed-reck formations, which slant 
together concavely in -a cafion. They 


promise well. We will probably work 
only one nozzle and will wash all this 
gravel down.

ROSENTHAL DISMISSED. 


The Charge of “Perjury Against Him 
Pid not Stick. 

The charge of perjury sworn to by 
Henderson against Deputy 

onstable Mat Rosenthal was dismissed 
by Justice Austin yesterday afternoon 
after hearing- part of the testimony. 

The charge originated from. testi- 
mony sworn to by Rosenthal during 
his trial on a charge of battery pre- 
ferred by Dye Patterson on December 
6, ISOS, the case being tried before Po- 
lice Judge Owens on December 21, 1898. 
Rosenthal swore that he had not seen 
Patterson on the night in question, 
and put Policemen Henderson and Phil- 
lips on the stand to show that he 
was in Chinatown about time 
when he was alleged to have battered 
Patterson, on Commercial street. 
tice Owens took the case under advise- 
ment and adjudged Rosenthal guilty, 
and on December 30, 1898, sentenced 
him to pay a fine of $15. 

A short time ago Policeman Hender- 
son alleged that he had discovered in 
some women of the town witnesses 
who would swear that Rosenthal was 
on Commercial street about the time 
when the battery occurred, and swore 
to a complalint against the latter, 
charging him with perjury. . 

Attorney Horace Appel appeared for 
Rosenthal at his examination yester- 
day, and after the papers in the for- 
mer. case had been introduced as evi- 
dence, moved for the dismissal of the 
charge against the defendant, which 
Was granted by Justice Austin. The 
complaint upon which Rosenthal had 
convieted battery was-_defec- 
tive, as it stated that “on this 6th 
day of November, 1898, Dye Patterson 
complains and says that on the 3rd 
day of December, 1898, the crime of 
battery was committed,” etc.. and 
there was also a material doubt in 
the mind of the court as to whether 
the matters alleged in the complaint 
upon which the defendant was tried 
in Justice Owen’s court constituted a 
public consequently

FAILURE OR FAKE. 


NATURE MAY HAVE SETTLED THE 
WESTLAKE OIL QUESTION. 


Water Strick in the De Groot Well 
and it May Be Abandoned—Res- 
taurant-keepers Want a Beer 
License—Fire Commissioner Sins- 
abaugh to Resign, 


— 


If the reports with reference to the 
De Groot oil well, which were circu- 
lated yesterday throughout the oil 
fields are true, and if the well has not 
been “salted,” and the reports started 
for an ulterior purpose, the problem of 
protecting the Westlake Park district 
from the encroachments of the oil in- 
dustry has been settled by nature. 
There has either been a failure of the 
well about which there has been so 
much trouble, or De Groot is endeav- 
oring to play a trick by having it an- 
nounced that his venture has failed, in 
order that he may be able to secure a 
dismissal of the case in which he and 
others are to be prosecuted for having 
drilled the well. Just what the truth 
about the matter is only De Groot and 
some of his men knew at present, and 
in the absence of definite information 
those interested in the protection of 
the park will not act too hastily for 
fear that they have been fooled into 
believing that all of the trouble about 
oil encroachment is ended. 

The De Groot well is on San Joaquin 
street, about 400 feet north of Ocean 
View avenue, and is only a few feet 
inside the 1600-foot limit of Westlake 
Park, within which the city ordinances 
prohibit the drilling of oil wells. It 
has been in the course of construction 
for several weeks, it being impossible 
to proceed against its owners until it 
was known that it really was an oil 
well, and that could not be known unti] 
oil had been struck. The drill in the 
well reached oil sand Tuesday morn- 
ing, and as it went deéper sufficient oil 
was encountered to make it an oil 
well, and a complaint was at once 
sworn to by City Oil Inspector Samuel! 
Monlux, charging De Groot and others 
with violating the city ordinance. A 
warrant was terday service was

oil had been struck there was a source 
of much disappointment to most of 
the residents of the Westlake district, 
and preparations to thoroughly test 
the ordinances were at once begun. 
The work at the well continued in the 
mean time, and the drill was driven 
‘forty feet deeper. At a depth of over 
1120 feet the drill struck water, which 
rose in the well until it stood nearly 
700 feet deep. The water is not of the 
kind that is usually encountered in ar- 
tesian borings, but is salt water. This 
was the report that was circulated 
throughout the oil fields by the men 
working at the well.. One of them said 
that when the drill struck water all 
resistance disappeared, and it was im- 
possible to drill deeper. He also said 
the water rose in the well so fast that 
it could not be checked, and when the 
workmen found that it was sait water 
they came to the conclusion that they 
had punctured the bed of the ocean. 
This, of course, interestea the other oil 
men, ahd a number of them went to the 
well. The pump was lowered and re- 
peatedly drawn out, each time carry- 
ing salt water on which was a thin 
coating of oil. There was no doubt 
as to the saline quality of the water, 
and the opinion was expressed that 
that well was a failure, and that it was 
useless, if not impossible, to proceed 
deeper with it. 

Orders were given the men to re- 
move their drilling tools, and before 
noon all of the rone, drills. pumps and 
other apparatus that was not fastened 
to the derrick had been -.remeved. 
awas the suddenness with which this 
latter action was taken that excited 
suspicion that all was not what the 
men represented. If the drill had 
struck a pocket from the ocean and it 
was impossible to proceéd deeper, the 
residents of the Westlake district real- 
ized that the well was a failure and 
that nature had _ settled what they 
could not settle in the courts and had 
effectually. put a stop to the danger 
of the encroachment of the oi! in- 
dustry upon the-park neighborhood. 
Such news, known to be true, would 
have been most welcome to the people 
whose property has been endangered 
by the oil wells, but tricks have heen 
played before, and the sudden removal 
of all pumping apparatus excited sus- 
picion that all was not as it was rep- 
resented. If the reports are true. the 
people in that district will be willing 
to celebrate the event with as much 
enthusiasm as the beginning of work 
on the San Pedro Harbor will excite 
throughout this section of the State 
Inspector Montlux-visite+ 
place yesterday afternown and saw 
the sediment from the salt water that 
had flowed from the well. He would 
not say positively that he thought the 


reason that he is familiar with tricks 


that have heen ovracticed before. “TI 
have noticed that no less than thir- 
teen wells along a_ well-defined line 


south of the present «il district have 
been. nothing .but water wells.”’ said 
he. “I, with a number of others, have 
believed all along that this well would 
be a failure and that salt water woull 
be encourtered which avould necessi- 
tate the abandonment of it. If the re- 
ports circulated by those interested in 
the well are true. th> matter of the 
protection of Westlake Park is settled. 
for no oil man will attempt to sink a 
well in' a district where thirteen fail- 
ures have heen made. All of these 
thirteen wells have cost from $3000 to 
$6000 each, and the exneriment is no 
small matter. Among oil men there is 
a belief that the. district extends only 
to aline which is just outside the 1600- 
foot limit.”’ 

About two years ago one of the oil 
companies desired to lease a large trac¢ 
of land that was considered just out- 
side the borders of the oil fields. They 
drilled one well and when they reached 
a depth of 800 feet or more they an- 
nounced that they had struck water 
and took away their machinery. Be- 
fore they had heen asked an exhorbi- 
tant price for the land they wanted, 
but when the “water well” was struck 
the owners of the tract, supposing 
their land useless for. oil purposes, 
loavered their price to below what the 
company had «ffered. It was leased for 
a ¢erm of years. and no sooner had the 
lease been placed of record that the 
company pumped the water cut of its 
well, drilled ahout one feet 
deeper and struck oil. The company 
proceeded to construct other wells on 
the property it had aequired and found 
oil under all of it. This trick has lone 
been known among oil men, and there 
are those who doubt the alleged failure 
of De Groot because of the other trick. 
De Groot may not want additional 
lands. but it is certain that he desires 
the Westlake people to withdraw their 
opposition to his drilling where he 
pleases. 


NEW PLAN PROPOSED 


Restaurant-keepers Suggest Regu- 
lations for Liquor Selling. 

The fact that nothing has been an- 
nounced as to what the Finance Com- 
mittee of the City Council will do with 
the petition of the saloon men for a 
repeal of the present midnight and 
Sunday-closing laws, and with the sug- 
gestions of Mayor Eaton on that sub- 
ject, all of. which were referred to that 
committee by the Council, does not in- 
dicate that these matters are receiving 
no consideration. The committee has 
been working on the liquor question 
for several days. Its deliberations have 
been in private, for there is nothing 
that could be presented in a public 
hearing of the matter that the commit- 
tee does not already know and which 
it does not take into consideration. 
There are so many sides to the ques- 
tion and so many interests involved 
that the members of the committee 
have decided to first familiarize them- 
selves thoroughly with the subject and 
then act or recommend s&@ch action as 
seems best to them. 

A quiet informal meeting of several 
of the members of the Council was held 
yesterday and a number of points on 
the liquor question were discussed. It 
was of course impossible to reach any 
definite conclusion, the only thing that 
was agreed upon being that the com- 
mittee would make some kind of a re- 
port at the next meeting of the Coun- 
2il. The subject will not be taken up 
at the regular meeting of the com- 
mittee Saturday morning, as there is 
a volumeof other matters which will 
require its attention. Before that time, 
however, the committee expects, with- 
eut having a public hearing, to be able 
to arrive at some conclusion which will 
be the basis of its report. 

A new turn was given to the mat- 
ter yesterday by the filing of a petition 
by the owners of restaurants in this 
_citv. Soon after the license question 
was brought to the attention of the 
Council the restaurant keepers perfect- 
ed an organization for their own pro- 
tection, and from this association came 
the following suggestion, ‘which has 
been placed before the committee: 

“We, the undersigned restaurant 
keepers of; the city of Los Angeles.. re- 
spectfully beg to submit for considera- 
tion to your honorable body the fol- 
lowing proposition in reference to pro- 
posed changes in the municipal liquor 
laws: 

“That your honorable body pass an 
ordinance in lieu of the present restau- 
rant liquor license, whereby any res- 
taurant keeper who pays into the city 
treasury the surn,of $15. per month shall . 
ne entitled to the privileges of serving 
to his customers, at a table and not 
otherwise, in his réstaurant, beer, ale, 
and porter, whether drawn from the 
bottle or’the barrel, together withgill 


wings, proyided that no bar shall

visible. and provided further, that no 
spirituous liquors shall be held or sold 
on said premises in any man*r, shape 
or form whatsoever.”’ 

This petition bears the signatures of 
& score or more ‘Keepers of restaurants, 
and it will of course receive due con- 
sideration from the committee. .From 
what was said yesterday by a mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee, some 
of the Councilmen are said to favor 
the high license plan for open saloons, 
while others are known to be in favor 
of granting the petition of the saloon 


men, or open saloons, without addi- 
tional license. Whatever the report. of 
the committee may .be, it is almost 


certain that there will be a division In 
the Council on the subject. If the 
committee files its report at the next 
meeting of the Couneil, final action wiil 


probably be deferred, because the 
promise has been made that all per- 
sons interested will be notified of the 


time for a public hearing of the mat. 
ter before the Council, and a time for 
such a hearing will have to be set. 


ENCOURAGE OIL BORING, 


Boyle Heights Property-owners 
Want an Oil Well. 

At the request of fifty or more prop- 
erty-owners on Boyle Heights the Board 
of Fire Commissioners yesterday grant- 
ed a permit to W. F Northup to erect 
and operate a steam engine and boiler 
for the purpose of drilling an oi! well 
in that part of the city. When the. pe- 
tition for this permit was first filed 
some of the residents of the district 
began circulating a protest against it, 
but others who have property which 
may be worth more as oil lands than 
as residence property began to circu- 
late a petition asking that the permit 
be granted. This petition was presented 
at the regular meeting of the board 
yeterday morning 

The commission was reminded that the 
place where this well is to he located 
is not within any fire district, and is 
therefore not within the jurisdiction of 
the board. but the company back of 
the well thought best to apply for a 
permit. The application was at once 
granted, 

MONEY FROM THE STATE. 

The ‘County Clerk notified the com- 
mission that he had placed to the eredit 
of the city the sum of $2022-68, that be= 
ing the city’s portion,of an allotment 
made to Los Angeles county from the 
funds collected by the State Insurance 
Commissioner. Under the law all fire- 
insurance Companies Must pay a 
tain percentage of their receipts into 
the State treasury to be devoted to the 
purchase of fire extinguishing appar- 
utus by the incorporated cities of the 
State. According to law this money 
cannot be used for any other purpose. 
The allowance to Los Angeles county 
was made some time ago, and it has 
just been distributed. It is necessary 
that the president of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners accept the money on 
behalf of the city. The Mayor was 
authorized to make such acceptance. 
The money will be placed in a separate 
fund for use in the purchase of fire 
apparatus. 

The petition of H. Newmark for per- 
mission to place a steam boiler in the 
basement of his building, opposite the 
City Hall, was granted. The petition of 
Mr. Cummings for permission to oper- 
ate a carpet-cleaning establishment 
was returned to the Chief to make an 
additional report. 

The Chief reported that there had 
been fourteen fires during the week. 
the total loss being $3600. The greatest

CONTINUES TO IMPROVE, 
Smallpox Heing Slowly Mastered by 
Health Authorities. 

From among a dozen or more cases 
reported_as being suspected smallpox 
yesterday, the health authorities found 
only one in which the condition of the 
patient was such as to justify his being 
still considered a suspect, and to lead 
them to place him in quarantine until 
such a time as it can be determined 
whether or not he is really. afflicted 
with smallpox. That one case was 
found in the Burlington lodging-house 
on East Second street, between Los 
Angeles and San Pédro streets. Health 
Officer Powers said last night that he 
feared the case would develop into 
smallpox, but he was not well enough 
satisfied of ft to pronounce it that dis- 

ease. 

Health Officer Powers will hereafter 
issue for publication official bulletins 
daily, sating the exact condition of the 
city with reference to smallpox. This 
plan will be followed until the disease 
has entirely disappeared. The purpose 
of it is to set at rest all the many ru- 
mors that are in circulation, and to 
give the people the truth, and the whole 
truth, with reference to the situation. 
The first of these bulletins was issued 
yesterday. It follows:

CATTLE RUSTLER ARRESTED. 


Silas Duntley Jailed for Stealing 
Cattle at Fort Tejon, 

A young fellow answering to the 
name of Silas Duntley, who-is averred 
to be the last of the notorious Van- — 
decar gang of cattle-raiders, who un- 
der the leadership of Mace Mays 
wrought devastation among the herds 
from Bakersfield southward, has been 
arrested and is in jail at Lancaster. 

Though only about nineteen years of 
age, Duntley is credited with having 
been so daringly successful in his op- 
erations as to have quite a nice little 
bank accotnt. His brether married 
one of the Vandecar- giris, but when 
not engaged in “rustling” he resided 
with his father and mother on their 
ranch in the Antelope Valley. 

Despite the fact that the old gang 
and Mace Mays 
sent to San Quentin for seven years, 
cattle stealing continued throughout 
the. Antelope Valley. and suspicion 
pointed so strongly to young Duntley 
‘hat a trap for him was set. S. 5 
Pruden, a rancher living not far from 
Lancaster, acted the part of a self- 
constituted detective, and ultimately 
succeeded in capturing Duntley in 
delicto. He succeeded in 
getting the confidence of the youth, 
who agreed to sé@il him two steers, to 
at a certain point about 
twenty miles from the Fort Tejon 
ranch. Shortly after this agreement 
of sale was made, and before delivery, 
L. @. Stucky of the Fort Tejon ranch 
missed two head of eattle from his 
It was then arranged that he 
should be present to confront Duntley, 
when the transfer of the cattle should 
be made. 

Constable H. J. Butterworth of Lan- 
easter and Stucky rode out to the 
place agreed upon by Duntley and 
Pruden for the delivery to be made, 
and hid themselves in the brush. Pru- 
den waited patiently in the open, and 
shortly afterwards the young “‘rustler’’ 
drove up the two steers he had agreed 
In accordance with a pre- 
arrangement. Duntiey was allowed to 
slaughter one of the steers, and then 
the constable and Stucky came from 
out their hiding place and put him un- 
der arrest. Being thus confronted, 
Duntley confessed his guilt so far as 
the theft of these particular steers was 
concerned.

SCENES. AND INCIDENTS IN A 
7 TYPICAL CASA. 


Simple Tropical Luaxuries With a 
Tonch of Moorish Mag- 
nificence. 


A BATH THAT IS-A DELIGHT. 


SURREPTITIOUS TOBACCO RATSING 
IN WAR TIMES. 


How the Servant Problem is Solved 
in the Isle of Manana—Every~ 
body is Lazy and Happy—Dish- 
washing Made Easy.

MATANZAS, Jan. 29," 1899.—In order | 


to give you an inside look at domestic 
arrangements a la Cubana, I invite you 
to spend a day with me in the typical 
casa in which I am myself a guest. Be 
it understood, however, that we are 
not going to misuse the hospitality of 
our kind entertainers by unseemly 
prying, or invidious comparisons. We 
will note only those things which lie 
so near the surface that he who runs 
may read them, ~ remembering that 
every country under the sun has some 
peculiar customs of its own. While 
the ways of our Cuban neighbors ap- 
pear strange to us, from the angle of 
vision to which we -were educated, our 
ways may seem equally queer from 
their point of view; and perhaps a 
judicious mingling of both might be of 


mutual benefit. 

One frequently hears in Cuba a Span- 
ish proverb which runs: 

“Musica, miel, y la ventana, 

No es buena por la manana. 
meaning, in effect, that music, honey 
and gazing out of the window are 
pleasures which should not be indulged 
in the early part of the day. Disre- 
garding the old saw, let us take a look 
from my casement this sunny midwin- 
ter morning, while the thermometer is 
already climbing high in the eighties. 
The window itself, forever guiltless of 
glass, is no small curiosity. Deep as 
the house walls (about four feet,) and 
wide as the double doors of a northern 
barn, iron-barred outside and shuttered 
within—it affords the cosiest kind of 
a work “den,” with plenty of room 
for my easy chair, table, typewriter, 
camera and big bowl of roses. The 
inner view ‘is of the typical Cuban 
sleeping apartment—floor of square 
marble tiles, cold as tombstones to the 
undressed feet, spindle-legged wash- 
stand and claw-footed corner tables, 
and brass bedstead, with a folded quilt 
on its bare springs in lieu of a mat- 
tress; yellow satin hangings, crimson 
damask counterpane, and. long, lean 
pillows, hard as paving stones. Its 
enormous double door, extending from 
floor to ceiling and faced with a sec- 
ond door, breast high, of lattice work, 
opens upon the marble-paved, vine- 
wreathed corridor which surrounds the 

atio. 

he outlook from the window into a 
quaint old garden, is a never-ending 
delight. There are rows upon rows of 
banana trees, arching their green um- 
brellas above flowers and shrubs of 
countless variety; a labyrinth of pansy- 
bordered walks, outlined by rose vines 
on trelises of Japanese cane; occasional 
clumps of cabbages, or other homely 
vegetables, flourish here and_ there 


among strange cacti and rarest blooms; 


tabacco plants scattered. thickly every- 
where, and over all the royal palms 
flaunt their magnificent plumes against 
the azure sky. Set-in a lettuce bed are 
a towering group of these monarchs of 
tropical vegetation, with smooth, round 
trunks like colossal columns chiseled 
by art. The widowed mistress of the 
casa says she planted them there with 
her own hand, when she came here 
on her wedding day, more ¢han forty 
years ago. Then they were knee-high 
baby palms, and now they tower fully 
eighty feet above the housetop. Ma- 
dame tells me that during the darkest 
days of war, when the once wealthy 
residents were threatened with star- 
vation, she eked oam a living, not only 
for herself and several old-time ser- 
vants—who could not be discharged 
because they had nowhere else to go— 
but also for several reconcentrado fam- 
ilies, whom she sheltered, from “the 
proceeds of the tobacco plants scat- 
tered about the flower garden. Though 
the tax on tobacco was so high under 
the Spanish régime that it ruined the 
plantations, there was never any tax 
on the litde that could be grown in 
gardens. So her surreptitious plants 
were “clear gain,” and brought in from 
$800 to $1000 a year. It happened that 
among her reconcentrados was an ex- 
pert cigarette-maker, and he dried the 
tobacco leaves, made them up on 
shares and disposed of them as madame 
could not have done. 

An artificial river, rushing with con- 
tinual murmur through the garden, 
not only furnishes necessary irrigation, 
but runs the great fountain in the patio 


‘and supplies the bath in the middle 


of the garden. This bath is quaint 
enough, and characteristically Cuban, 
to demand a paragraph. Built in fanci- 
ful, circular shape, like a Moorish 
temple, with latticed windows on all 
sides, topped with stained glass and 
extending from floor to ceiling, it is 
screened from public view by rose trel- 
lises and clumps of tall bananas. A 


flight of marble steps leads up to the 


elevated marble floor. At one side 
ef the round space is a deep tank 
of clear, cold water, into which the 
bather descends by another flight of 
marble stairs. There is a shower bath 
and all modern accessories—except hot 
water, which in Cuba is never used 
for the bath—and the water can be 
changed at will, the refuse being dis- 
tributed over the garden. 

I have not yet been able to make u 
my mind which is the most beautifu 
part of the ideal Cuban home—the gar- 
den, the patio, or the house itself. The 
latter is an enormous, one-storied af- 
fair, its superb facing of pillared and 
marble-floored portico set flush with 
the street, and its wilderness of mar- 


ble-floored rooms, which somehow re- 


mind you of the Alhambra, ranged 
around a central courtyard. The mul- 


titudinous windows, opening from fltoor 


to ceiling, are iron-barred and wooden- 
shuttered windows, but without glass, 


except a beautifully-colored strip at the 


top of each, of mingled blues, greens, 
reds and yellows in oriental tones, 
which shed a soft luster through the 
bare apartments. 
enough for a town hall, has three splen- 
chandeliers, which are 
every. bit as fine as those that illumine 
the East Room in the White House 
at Washington; but alas! so poor is 
the gas of Matanzas that we are fain 
to be lighted by tallow dips and the 
ene American kerosene lamp which 


the casa boasts is at a high premium‘ 


among those who wish to improve their 
evenings. The Cubans seldom do, 
however, beyond promenading in the 
plaza or sitting idly in the moonlight 
chatting with friends; therefore arti- 
ficial light, or. the lack of it, is to 
them a matter of small concern. The 
house is furnished with rare mag- 
Hap- 
pily, there are neither carpets nor 
curtaine to harbor vermin and exclude 
the air. Cane-seated chairs and 


couches, enough to accommodate an 
army, are ranged in prim rows against 
every wall; and here and there in the

vast expanse of each 
square rug is spread, with two rows 
of American rocki 
occupied by a tria lar claw-footed 
table laden with 1 wooden saints, 
Slass balls, china”Vases and other 
bric-a-brac, splendid paintings—mostly 
scriptural subjects, suitable for 
churches—adorn the walls; and there 
are many quaint, massive, elaborately- 
carved pieces of furniture, brought 
long ago from France or Spain, which, 
in the United States would be consid- 
ered of priceless value. ay 

The patio; or inner court, is truly “a 
joy forever,” with its tall fountain 
sprinkling the passion flowers that sur- 
round it, and gold fish darting among 
the turtlés in its marble basin. The 
broad space is unroofed except for the 
rose-colored trellises; and under the 
cool shadows of its banana and pome- 
eranate thickets, great red ollas of 
porous clay, shaped like the oi] jars of 
Egypt, contain filtered water for the 
family table. 

Most of these big cases have two 
patios, the second used for stable yard 
and servant's quarters. Like all Cu- 
ban kitchens—so called—that of mine 
hostess is a corner of this back court, 
flanked by stamping mules and horses 
on one side, carriage and storerooms 
on the other. Its floor of rough bricks 
is raised a foot above the ground, and 
there is no need of windows and doors, 
for the entire front is open to the 
patio. It contains no article of furni- 
ture, not even a chair-or table. A long 
adobe shelf outside answers the lat- 
ter purpose, and when the servants sit, 
as they are continually doing, their 
bare feet and legs form a black fringe 
along the step formed by the slightly- 
elevated floor. An adobe bench, built 
against the farther wall of the kitchen, 
is topped with porcelain tiles, and has 
several holes in it, for charcoal fires. 
As charcoal is the universal] cooking 
fuel of the country, and is very expen- 
sive, everybody must economize it, 
and therefore these odd ranges serve 
the needs of the country better than 
any other’ kind. American stoves 
would be altogether out of place, on 
account of their wastefulness, as well 
as the intolerable heat. Gas stoves 
are out of the question. Gasoline and 
kerosene might be made to answer, 
but not nearly so well asthe present 
method—to say nothing of the danger 
in them at the hands of careless serv- 
ants. When a meal is to be cooked, 
tiny charcoal fires are kindled in two 
or more of the small depressions in 
the surface of adobe, according to tne 
number of dishes required; ané@ thys 
the most elaborate dinners of many 
courses may be evolved over a few 
handfuls of fuel, which gives out no 
heat beyond the vessel that surmounts 
it, and quickly burns out, leaving no 
ashes. The Cuban range is never used 
more than twice a day—for the mid- 
day breakfast and the late afternoon 
dinner. The early morning coffee— 
“dripped” through a cloth bag—is 
cooked over a little clay pot, or in a 
French coffee urn, with an alcohol 
lamp under it, on the dining-room side- 
board. The Cubans take their coffee 
like their Portuguese cousins, the Bra- 
zilians, who declare that it is not fit 
to drink unless ‘“‘black as night, bit- 
ter as death and hot as hell.” The rule 
is half a pint of browned coffee, ground 
fine, to each pint of water, slowly fil- 
tered, drop by drop. For desayuno it 
is drunk with hot milk, a cup two- 
thirds full of the latter to two or three 
spoonsful of coffee; but the after-din- 
ner cup is taken full strength, with the 
addition of sugar, and maybe cognac. 

Whatever else American housekeep- 
ers may find worthy. of imitation in 
Cuban methods, I am sure that dish- 
washing, as that disagreeable duty is 
practiced here, will not be one of them. 
Hot water is not abundant, as. the 
charcoal fire goes out so quickly, and 
soap is so very expensive that many 
families dispense with it, except for 
toilet and laundry purposes. As every 
article of food is served in a separate 
course, necessitating a change of 
Plates, the dish-washer’s’ duties are 
by no-means light, and the result she 
or he achieves is wonderful, consider- 
ing the circumstances. The greasy 
dishes (so much grease enters into the 
Cuban menu) are carried from the ta- 
ble and heaped upon ‘the adobe shelf 
in the back patio, perhaps in close 
proximity to the horses’ heels. There 
they are washed in wooden bowls, or 
shallow earthen pans, generally in cold 
water, without soap; and after being 
well rinsed in more cold water, but 
never wiped, they are turned on end 
to “drain.” And there they remain, in 
sun or shower, until required for the 
next meal; but somehow they always 
come to the table clean and shining, 
Pantries and dish cupboards, as we 
know them in the Tinited States, are 
not found in Cuba, though the best 
houses have splendidly-carved china 
closets in their dining-rooms, for keep- 
ing the best silver and show pieces of 
tableware. Notwithstanding the ab- 
sence of all those conveniences which 
to us seem indispensable, one seldom 
sees an untidy kitchen in Cuba. Even 
the cooking pots, which ‘necessity 
are smoked black whenever used, are 
kept as immaculate as cold water and 
“elbow grease” can make them. 

Every Cuban household has a great 
many servants, in proportion to the 
size of the family, and how they all 
manage to occupy themselves is a 
mystery. In truth nobody in this land 
of manana loses any sleep in worrying 
after something to do. Out West they 
say that Thompson’s colt was such a 
fool that he swam the Missouri River 
to get a drink of water: and one is 
often reminded of the incident: by the 
methods of these good people. Given 
at least one servant to each member 
of the family, besides cooks and host- 
‘lers and gardeners and lavenderas and 
troops of hangers-on, they fairly tum- 
ble over one another in the business of 
doing nothing. For example, there is 
one servant. whose whole duty in life 
is the washing of dishes, with a maid 
or two to assist her. One of the maids 
finds her earthly mission in polishing 
che knives, forks, spoons and trays; 
and although she has no bath bricks, 
patent soaps or “whiting.’’—nothing 
but pure and unadulterated dirt—you 
may see your face in them at all times. 
She takes them out in the back patio, 
kneels on the ground, digs up a little 
fresh earth, and, holding the article 
firmly on a stone, rubs away at her 
leisure. Another servant acts as stew- 
ard, doing the marketing and bossing 
the two or three who wait on the table. 
Others do he family washing and iron- 
ing. and do it beautifully, too, al- 
though the river serves as a wash tub 
and the clothes are never boiled, or 
hung on lines. Others wash the floors 
and keep the house tidy; attend the 
children: brush the mistress’s hair and 
shake the dust out of her skirts, which 


sweep the dirty streets whenever she 


walks abroad; and so on to the end of 
the chapter. Six dollars a month is 
considered a good salary for the hest 
cooks, and the others have little but 
their food and the cast-off clothes of 
their employers, being privileged to 
carry to their families at night every 
morsel of cooked food that is left from 
the day’s supply. As a rule the serv- 
ants of Cuba are the most honest, 
obliging and simple-hearted folk I ever 
met. universally pious, cogtented and 
happy. Each wears his or her precious 
charm. blessed by the priest, sus- 
pended around the neck by a string, 


}and tells the rosary beads many times 


a day. When troubles press or dan- 
gers threaten, the prayer, “Valga me, 
Dios!” (Protect me, God) rise to their 
lips as naturally sparks fiy up- 
ward. Happy people! How gladly 
would most of us exchange our strug- 
gles with the world and the little 
knowledge we have gained, for this un- 
questioning faith and the contented 
poverty which aspires to no hieher lot.

SACRAMENTO, March 12.—Events 
have moved rapidly in the week just 
closed. The crisis of the week was 
the vote on the motion of Mr. Fair- 
weather of Madera to discuss the con- 
tempt proceedings against Milton J. 
Green. This motion, which was in 
the form of an amendment to a reso- 
lation by Dibble, continuing the con- 
tempt case, was brought about by two 
conditions, one, the disgust of the 
Democratic member from the raisin 
country at what he considered was a 
farcical attempt on the part of a large 


number of the Republican majority 
“to make political capital out of the 


case, and the other a humane feeling 
for Green, whose wife. was critically 
ill and who had lost his newly-born in- 
fant. Fairweather, in his speech for 
dismissal, frankly avowed his dislike 
of the use of money in Senatorial cam- 
paigns, but said he believed that Green 
had been sufficiently punished by the 
nature of the proceedings against him. 

The raw work of the Speaker and of 
the members opposed to the dismissal 
of the case helped to defeat the very 
object for which the Burns men were 
striving, namely, the holding of a 
club over the Grant men’s heads in 
the threat of compelling further dis- 
closures in regard to the use of Grant’s 
money. It seemed that, in their indig- 
nation, the Grant men did not, as one 
of them said “care a d——n what dis- 
closures were made,” they proposed 
and prepared for a vigorous fight 
against the Burns faction on any and 


~all lines on which they properly could 


be attacked. The assault of Maj. Mc- 
Laughlin, the Burns chairman of the 
Republican State Central Committee, 
upon the Times correspondent, which. 
assault resulted somewhat differently 
from what McLaughlin had antici- 
pated, further increased the bitter- 
ness of the Grant men against the 
Burns crowd, for they saw in it a 
disposition to resort to rough-and- 
tumble methods in continuing the last 
desperate efforts of their campaign. 
All that. could have been told of at- 
tempted bribery, cajoling and intimida- 
tion on the part of the Burns crowd 
had not been disclosed, yet here they 


wére risking further scandals and’ ex- 


eJed Jo Aq aansod 
sonal violence, tempting reprisals. - 
BURNS’S OLIVE BRANCH.. 

Col. Burns was shrewd enough tv 
see the turn affairs were taking, and 
he accordingly visitcd the headquarters 
of. his opponents, the following day, 
and had a personal interview with Mr. 
Grant, in which he assured the Iatter 
that he had long been of the opinion 
that the proceedings against Green 
err be dismissed, and he expressed 

a willingness to advise his followers to 
that effect. He was courteously, but 
firmly informed by Mr. Grant that the 
latter would not be a party to any ar- 
rangement of the matter, but that the 
Burns men could go ahead if they 
chose, even to the extent of sending 
Green to jail for contempt. Burns 
avowed his intention of having the pro- 
ceedings dismissed the next day, and 
the readers of The Times know how 
Dibble and the others made their flop, 
Johnson alone bolting from the cham- 
ber to avoid voting for dismissal. Dib- 
ble had other and legitimate reasons 
for moving to dismiss, outside of the 
instructions from Burns and his an- 
nounced reason that a new era had 
been created in California politics by 
the Governor’s approval of the bill 
forbidding use of money by Senatorial 
candidates, and it was rather hard for 
him to have to endure the insinuations 
of Burnett and the ridicule of other 
members because of his sudden change 
of mind, but he is not so thin-skinned 
as Johnson, and shed no tears over the 
matter. 

But the final disposition of the Green 
case was not accomplished without a 
further conference with Burns. As- 
semblyman Crowder of San Diego was 
advised to meet Burns, and did so in 
room 40 of the Capitol building just 
before the vote was had. Dibble was 
present, and the plucky young San 
Diegan told them both that they could 
ge° ahead with. their dismissal proce- 
cure if they chose, but if one word de- 


_ rogatory of Grant or his manager was 


uttered on the floor of the House, the 
Grant men would vote against the 
proposition to dismiss. Furthermore, 
he demanded that some expression ex- 
oncrating Grant should accompany 
Dibbies resclution. Accordingly, Dib- 
ble, upon offering the resolution to dis- 
miss, declared that the practice of put- 
ting money into Senatorial campaigns 
was one of party usages and that Mr. 
Gravt was no more blameable than 
candidates elected in the past who had 


, not heen held up to public censure. The 


Grart memters, while reluctant to let 
the cpposition have a hand in doing 
away with tte prosecution of Green, 
accepted the clive branch at what it 
was apparently worth, and voted for 
the Dibble resclution.

voted against the resolution.

TRUSTS AND BANKS. The nu- 
merous combinations being made _ in 
‘industrial organizations are making 
themseivis felt in an unlooked for 
quarter: * These new combinations 
are finding ample capital in the hands 
of their new stockholders with which 


to purchase raw material and carry on 
their business. Furthermore the 
head offices in the big cities are finan- 
cing the smaller branches in the coun- 
try. The whole tendency of these 
combinations is to make less demand 
for money at the banks, and these in- 
stitutions are feeling the effects of 
the new order of things. 
is lower rates of interest nearly «all 
over the country. Banks which have 
been able to pay the interest on de- 
posits will pay less or none. In some 
Iowa banks the rate has been reduced 
from 5 to 4 per cent., and others frem 
4 to 3. In the meantime other Iowa 
banks are. leaning on farm 
mortgages at 5 10 5-3-5 per cent, The 
bank which pays 3 per cent. on de- 
posits and loans at 5 per eent., paying 
all the expenses out of the difference 
will not “wax fat,’ although it may 
**kick.”’ 


COMMERCIAL. 
WHAT SHALL: THE FRUIT CROP 


BE. It is most interesting to specu- 
late on. the prospects for a crop of 
fruit in California this year. By July 


the stocks of fresh fruit of all sorts, 
Nof canned and dried 
lower than in many years. There 
seems no doubt thai the fruit crop of 
the last will be generally very poor 
this summer, and that in large dis- 
tricts there will be none. A high au- 
thority says Georgia will not ship one 
car of peaches this year. The crop 
of Delaware and Maryland will be 
_ very light. Berries will 
failure, and about the only 
crop which promises well is apples in 
spots. Fruit will be dear. Next win- 
ter Florida will have no oranges. 
Valencias are too dear in England to 
pay the high duty to get into the 
United States. Sicily fruit is very in- 
ferior. Now if California. produces a 
good crop the prices will be so high 
that growers and shippers will: make 
large profits. Every thing depends 
on the rain. As ‘the matter now 
stands there is no certainty of a heavy 
crop of fruit of any kind. Growers 
whose trees are in good shape should 
take all possible care of them, culti- 
vating with care, and giving them all 
the water obtainable. 


CITRUS FRUIT MARKETS. 
February 25 last there were in tran- 
sit to this country 246,000 boxes of 
lemons and 12,900 of: oranges; on the 
same date in 1898 there were 137,750 
of lemons and 3000 of oranges, and in 
1897 there were 228,950 of lemons and 
58.675 of oranges. 

Lemons are weaker at all points. Or- 
anges are very firm for choice to fancy 

navels, which are rapidly being cleaned 
up There may be 700 to 800 cars 
still on the trees, and they are going 
out at the rate of sixty to seventy cars 
a day. A few days will make good 
fruit scarce. The markets at the East 
are strong, as high as $4 having been 
realized in New York for extra fancy 
fruit. The price here is about $3 per 
box, f.o.b. Seedlings are not moving 
very freely as eastern buyers fight 
shy of them, while they are able to 
get navels at almost any price. But 
as the firm fruit is cleaned up seed- 
lings are likely to rise from $1.50 per 
box to perhaps $2 or even more, as the 
supply gets low. 


~ “GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 
DUN & CO’'S. REVIEW. Business 
for past month was largest ever known 
in February. Uncertainty of crops af- 
fected trade conditions unfavorably at 
some points on the Pacific Coast, but 
repcrts from country in general show 
that industrial and trade activity is 
still a marked feature of the business 
situation on the whole, and the vol- 
ume of business gives no sign of de- 
creasing. The best assurance of pres- 
ent prosperity and confidence in coming 
trade conditions is found in the very 
general advance in wages of cotton 
operators and iron and steel workers. 
In Southern California, conditions are 
unchanged. Drought still continues, 
and March, the month of hope, is pass- 
ing. Throughout a large part of this 
section hay and grain show effects 
of dry weather, but most of it is 
not. beyond redemption should March 
give its normal downpour. In any 
case Southern California - will have 
a better hay crop than last year, ow- 
ing to increase of number of acres put 
to alfalfa, in irrigated districts, and 
the fact that much grain has already 
matured sufficiently for the making of 
good stock feed if the possibility of 
more rain fails. Beet planting has 
begun in spite of adverse conditions 
. both in Chino and Oxnard dfstri¢ts. In 
the latter district 3000 acres a week 
are being seeded. More rain has fal- 
len in Ventura than in Los Angeles 
. county, and the beet crop there is less 
problematical in case no more rain 
comes. In most of the citrus sections 
the water supply is sufficient to in- 
sure a normal crop and in the few 
where there is shortage strenuous ef- 
forts are being made to develop more. 
About one-half the acreage of South- 
ern California’s deciduous fruit is un- 
der irrigation, and itis believed a modad- 
erate amount of marketable fruit can 
be counted on from some of the unir- 
rigated sections. The damage to 
eastern fruit crops insures high prices 
for what is produced, Oranges nave 
been going forward freely and bring- 
ing top-notch prices. Crop ef navels 
pretty well out of the way. There are 
estimated remaining to he shipped less 
. than 4000 carloads, all varieties, 
against 7000 same time last year This 
fact accounts in part for siff tone of 
eastern markets.

Thonght the Vamas Set Fire Because | 


of Denatha, 
YUMA -(Ariz..) March 14.—[Special 
Correspondence. } This evening at 
5:30 o'clock a fire was discovered fn 


the clothing room of the giris’ dormi- 
tory_of the Fort Yuma Indian School. 
which is situated just across the Colo- 
rado River and opposite Yuma. and 
though Father Schneider and Mother 
Ambrosia and the sisters under her 
qdid everything in their. power ‘to | 


tinguish the flames, the fire rapidly 
Bpread, and in spite of the help of 
people who arrived from Yuma aa 
quickly as possible, two buildings, in 
Which were located-the girls’ dormt!- 
tory, dining-room, kitchen and ex- 
hibition rooms were destroyed. Had 
it not been for the heroic efforts of 


those present-and a favorable change 
in the direction cof the wind, there 
would probably have been a’ much 
greater loss, as there are several build- 
ings adjoining those that were burned. 


There is considerable mystery in 
connection with the fires 
used for any purpose in the dormi- 


tory. For the past month an epidemic 


of measles has been raging on the 
reservation, and about fiiirty-five of 
the papooses have died, of which Tive 
or six have died at the school. The 
Yumas are very superstitious, and al- 
Ways burn the house in which any 


one has died, and it is not considered 


improbable that the fire was eatarted 
by some one of the Indians. 
The school has been laboring under 


numerous disadvantages for some time 
past. there. being two factions among 
the Yumas. one:of which is opposed 
to sending the children to school, and 
is continually endeavoring to cause
